Why Fish Cries Illegal.“ 

Mr. Fish’s reasons for considering the 
proceedings iHegal were: 

First—It was a question whether the gen- 
eral officers of an Illinois corporation could 
be elected outside of Iilinois. 

Second—Whether under its charter and 
the constitution of 1870 persons not residing 
in Hunois could be made directors of an Illi- 
nole corporation. 

The directors decided to proceed with the 
election, disregarding a request of Mr. 
Fish that the general counsel of the 
company de called before the board. The 
question of legality was referred to a com- 
mittee to be composed of three members and 
to be appointed later. 

In all the proceedings Mr. Harriman had 
nothing to say. The principal ap- 
pears to have been Mr. Fish. Evidently the 
latter is paving the way for some legal pro- 
ceedings in Illinois should he decide to pro- 
ceed with the matter further. However, if 
the business transacted today was not legal 
then 4 great many meetings of the board of 
directors during the presidency of Mr. Fish 
must have performed acts that were not 


legal. 
Success in Fight Not Likely. 

Observation of the results of fights to re- 
gain by technicalities what has been lost by 
majority votes is not encouraging to the pres- 
ent situation. Mr. Fish has many admirers 
m Wall street for his understood integrity, 
but these same friends assert his ways are 
not those of the present day and that he 
should be forced to quit the presidency of the 
Illinois Central was inevitable. 

‘Much has been said and said again and then 
repeated about the reasons for Mr. Fish’s. 
retirement. The directors who deposed Mr. 
Fish put the reasons for their action in the 
form of a signed statement charging Mr. 
Fish with inspiring unfavorable newspaper 
criticism of the directors. 

This was presented to Mr. Fish at the 
meeting of the directors. He at once denied 
having made any deal with J. T. Harahan 
and raised a straight issue of veracity. 


Directors Give Their Reasons. 

The directors’ statement was as follows: 

“The publicity recently given to the late 
election of directors of the IMinois Central 
railroad company and your long connection 
with the company compel the undersigned to 
state with frankness the reasons which make 
it impossible to vote for your resbection as 
president of the company. 

In June last, without consultation with 
other members of the board of directors, you 
issued a circular to the stockholders re- 
questing proxies for the next annual election 
in your own name. At the next succeeding 
meeting of the board Mr. Peabody offered a 
resolution. providing that. Directors Astor 
Auchincloss, Goelet, Luttgen, and Vander- 
bilt de appointed a committee to communi- 
cate with the stockholders and request their 
proxies for the annual meeting, whereupon 
you left the chair and the boardroom to 
break a quorum, and thus defeated action 
upon the resolution. 


Peace Agreement Not Kept. 
The board adjourned for a week, and in 
the meantime, as a result of conferences 
the following agreement was dictated by 
you and signed within an hour before the 
adjourned meeting was to convene: 
Agreed, July 27, 1906, 10 a. m. 
Three outgoing directors to be reélected. 
Mr. Grinnell’s successor to be selected by a ma- 
jority of the several directors acting. 
Mr. Peabody's resolution July 18 to be with- 
drawn and not to be revived this year. 
Mr. Harriman will ask that the Harriman Kuhn-

Although differences and questions had 
arisen during your presidency, this adjust- 
ment and agreement was made to silence 
eontest and secure peace, and expressed in 
plain language, the terms on which you 
agreed to vote all proxies which could be 
obtained from any quarter.

that the committees on law and finance and 
on railroad should be elected at a regular 
meeting and not a special meeting; and, 
third, if the constitution, of the state of Illi- 
nois granting the company its charter does 
not provide that:

Gov. Deneen Is Satisfied. 


Gov. Deneen said he thought and still be- 
lieved that the people of Illinois considered 
the Illinois Central a child of the state and 
were favorable to Mr. Fish, because ‘they 
thought under his management the road 
would remain a distinet Illinois corporation, 
not becoming associated with any other sys- 
tem. 

Im view, however, of the defeat of Mr. Fish, 
the governor felt that the election of Mr. 
Harahan was the best that could have re- 
sulted, since Mr. Harahan fs an Illinois man 
and will continue to operate the road as 
it has been operated for a large number of 
years. 

Gov. Deneen will remain in New York a few 
days, intending to visit a number of charit- 
able institutions. 


News Gives Joy in Offices. 


The news of Mr. Harahan’s election was re- 
ceived with unconcealed joy at the offices 
of the Hiinols Central in the Park Row 
station. Owing to the pecuMar position he 
has occupied with the Illinois Central the

his. Mr. Harahan has been vice. president 
in charge of both traffic and operation. 
This is an extremely uncommon thing, it 
being the practice of almost all railways 
to keep the operating and traffic depart- 
ments separate.

Congressman-elect Judge George K. Favrot 
this evening shot and instantly killed his 
lifelong associate and former schoolmate, 
Dr. H. H. Aldrich, one of the beet known 
citizens of Baton Rouge. Judge Favrot re- 
fused to talk beyond letting it be known 
that the matter was a private quarrel. 

The shooting was seen by many women, who 
had just left a reception. Among them were 
the mother and sister of Judge Favrot. 
Judge Favrot was arrested and placed in 
prison in the building where he had held 
court today. 

Judge, Favrot is regarded as one of the 
most brilliant young men of Louisiana. In 
the recent democratic primaries he defeat- 
ed for the nomination 8. M. Robertson, who 
had been a representative in congress for 
twenty years. 


FROM ALASKA’S ICY MOUNTAIN. 


Dr. Cook and Exploring Party Scale 
Mount McKinley and Verify Its 
Height as 20,300 Feet. 


Seattle, Wash., Nov, 7.—Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook of Brooklyn, explorer and mountain 
climber, ig in Seattle on his way home, hav- 
ing made a successful ascent of Mount Me- 
Kinley im Alaska. The Cook party started 
on May 15 and reached the summit of Mount 
McKinley on Sept. 16. 

The party included Dr. Cook, Prof. E. C. 
Parker of Columbia university, and R. W. 
Porter of Boston, topographer. The expedi- 
tion was a private enterprise of Dr. Cooks 
who is an explorer of note, having been a 
member of the Peary expedition of 1898. 

The chief results of the expedition are the 
verification of the height of Mount Mo- 
Kinley as given by the government, 20,300 
feet, and the opening of a hitherto unknown 
section of 3,000 miles, known as the Yentna 
district. 


1,100 PUF UNDER CIVIL SERVICE 


Roosevelt Issues Order Affecting All 
Deputy Collectors of Internal 
Revenue Department. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. %.—President 
Roosevelt today made an order again classi- 
fying deputy collectors of internal revenue 
under the regulations of the civil service 
commission. There are about 1,100 in the 
service of the government. 

They were classified by President Cleve- 
land, but were taken out by President Mc- 
Kinley in 1899. 

The action of President Roosevelt brings 
all employés of the internal revenue service 
under civil service, and practically classifies 
all employés of the treasury department.

500 Pupils of Centenary College, Jack- 
son, Miss., Leave Because Professor | 
Who Stabbed President Stays. 


Jackson, La., Nov. 7.~-The entire student 
body of about 500 of the Centennary college 
here struck and went home today.

LABOR MEN SEE PRESIDENT. 


Conference Held on Pearre Anti-In- 
junction Bill—Executive Promises 


Thorough Investigation. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.—The measure 
introduced at the last session of congress 
known as the anti-injunction bill was the 
subject of a conference today between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Samuel Gompers and sev- 
eral other representatives of the American 
Federation of Labor. The Pearre bill bas 
the indorsement of the federation, whose 


representatives are anxicus that some recom- 


mendations along its lines shall be made by 
the president in his annual message to con- 
greas. The president promised the commit- 
tee to delegate four officials identified with 
the legal work in the government service to 
meet a similar number of labor representa- 
tives with their attorney to go over the whole 
2 and to present their conclusions to 
him. 


Sues Standard Oil for Fees. 


New Orleans, La., Nov. 7.—Suilt was filed today 
against the Standard Oil company to compel that 
corporation to take out and pay for licenses as 
hawker and peddier for the years 1908 to 1906, in- 
clusive. The suit was filed by the state of Louisi- 
ana through the state tax collector, who alleges 


that the company owes license fees of 2 800.

Republicans Gain in Senate. 

All the late returns indicate an unexpected 
gain for the republicans in the United States 
senate. Out of the smoke of battle in Colo- 
rado comes the news that the legislature is 
almost certainly republican, This means the 
defeat of Senator Patterson. He was the one 
democrat in the senate who dared to stand 
up publicly and praise Roosevelt and his 
policy. He stood by the administration in 
several tight places, and he seemed to have 
deserved a better fate. He will be succeeded 
in all probability by a repubHcan of the name 
of Simon Guggenheim. 

The senate will contain sixty-one republic- 
ans, more than two-thirds of the whole, thus 
making possible the ratification of treaties 
and confirmation pf appointments without 
calling on the minority. 

The term of W. A. Clark, the multi-million- 
aire of Montana, expires next March. At one 
time he said he would not be a candidate for 
reélection, but lately he was reported to have 
changed his mind. He will probably change 
his mind back again, however, upon learning 
that, according to the latest returns, the re- 
publicans will have a majority in the legis- 
lature. 

Idaho has elected a republican legislature, 
thus retiring Senator Dubois, democrat. 


Glum Outlook for Dryden. 

There may be a change in the personnel of 
the senate from New Jersey. The opposition 
to Senator Dryden, the life insurance presi- 
dent, has been particularly fierce. He has a 
primary nomination behind him, but the 
majority of the republicans in the legislature 
will be so small that other candidates are sure 
to spring up among the republicans, and he 
will have to fight for his life, with a possi- 
bility of losing his seat after all. 

Talking of the senate reminds one that 
two new members of that body will soon 
have to be accounted for from the new state 
of Oklahoma, They will probably be demo- 
crats. Arizona and New Mexico will remain 
outside of the fold for many years to come. 

The chances are that no republican admin- 
istration will propose statehood for them 
until they get down on their knees and ask for 
it. The United States senate is surely re- 
publican for many years to come, so that 
the prospect of statehood for Arizona and 
New Mexico is extremely remote, no matter 
what might be the result of the next presi- 
dential election. 


Several Big Lights Go Out. 


Tuesday's elections retired from politics 
several of the best known men on the repub- 
Hoan side of the house of representatives. 
Wadsworth of New York, McCleary of Min- 
nesota, Babcock of Wisconsin, and Lacey of 
Iowa will not be on the rolls when the clerk 
calls the house of representatives to order for 
the beginning of the sixtieth congress.

THE NEW “YORE ELECTION. 

The test returns from New York give 
Mr. Hughes’ plurality as about 60,000. 
It ip intimated that it would have been 
larger if some of the repubjican machine 
men had been anxious 
While the result is not so complete and 
convincing as republicans wished for, cer- 
tainly there is little encouragement or con- 
solation to be derived from it by the 
Hearst party. Times have been when a 
plurality of 60,000 would have been most 
decisive. The growth in the vote of the

erushing, but it is still impressive, No 
matter how bravely a defeated candidate 
in Mr. Hearst's position may talk about 
Yenewing the contest, he must feel that 
the odds are against him. Mr. Hearst 
has fallen farther short of election than 
any preceding gubernatorial candidate, 
except perhaps Folger. Worse than that 


he has polled a smaller vote than any 


other democratic candidate for a state 
office. He is beaten, while some of his 
associates may be elected. He made a. 
Bryan did in New 
Lork. He reached voters among the 
workingmen whom Mr. Bryan was unable 
to reach, but it is questionable whether 
he will be “ble to hold them. 

There is no particular reason to believe 
that if Mr. Hearst should be a candidate 


again he would be stronger than he was 


Tuesday. The presumption is that he 
would be weaker, unless, indeed, he ghould 
come forward at a time of general panic 
and industrial depression. Then it is that 
the candidate who appeals to men’s worst 


passions gets his largest vote. 


HOW TIPPING MAY PREVENT STRIKES 


When any union or body of working- 
men goes on strike for its rights, or what 


it conceives to be its rights, the public 


settles back in the calm attitude of inter 
ested spectators, actuated only by its 
sympathies for one side or the other, ac- 
cording to the merits of the controversy. 


‘Probably it has never occurred to the 


public that it is in any way responsible 
for the situation or that it might have 
averted the calamity by a elearer concep- 
tion of its own obligations. view of 
the case has been presented by the strik- 
ing chauffeurs in New York City, who ad- 
mit that the strike never would have been 
ordered if the publie bad been a little 
more generous with its tips.” 

„Here is a phase of the strike problem 
that must be taken into account. For if 
the public can prevent a strike of chauf- 
feurs by agreeing to take upon itself the 


payment of handsome wages the same 


effective measures can be employed when- 
ever cab drivers, waiters, hotel employés, 
railway servants, and others associated 
with public service are dissatisfied with 
the scale of remuneration. And if al] 
strikes can be avoided by a willingness 
on the part of the public to make up in tips 
and fees what is lacking in the pay en- 
velope at the end of the week or month, 
what more philanthropic means could be 
adopted for the preservation of _— and 
contentment? 

As the officers of the New York Trans- 
portation company have not voiced an opin · 
fon in the matter it is impossible to say 
just how far they think the public should 
contribute to just wages and harmony. 
Some corporations are philanthropic and 
some are not; some departments of the 
public service pay good wages and some 
cheerfully depend on the public to make 
up deficiencies here and there. It is gen- 
erally known that waiters and drivers ex- 
pect something more fiom, their patrons 
than a cordial “ good night” or an appre- 
clative’ “thank you,” but perhaps it is 
not widely recognized that these neces- 
bar adjuncts to an enjoyable life are dis- 
posed to hold the public responsible for 
the condition of affairs that precipitates 
a strike. 

This gives the public something to 
think about. The tipping system has not 
been popular in America for reasons 
which have been exhaustively discussed. 
But if it can be shown that a mistaken 
public view is fatally contributing to the 
d'scontent of the laboring classes, and 
that public niggardliness in the matter of 
tipping is breeding strikes and riots, the 
objections to the system hitherto enter- 
tained may be dissipated. It is a new 
and astonishing argument, and it must be 
gravely considered. Who, reflecting that 
in withholding a dollar tip he is encourag- 
ing a-conflict. of employer and employé, 
will steel his heart and shut his purse? 
The pubhe must awake to a realization of 
its new responsibilities. 
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THE TIMELY FLOWER SHOW. 

From politics to flowers may not be a 
natural transition, but it is a healthful 
and invigorating one, and if there are 
those, candidates or their supporters, 
democratic or republican, still afflicted by 
heart burnings and regret for what might 
have been, let them go at once to the Col- 
iseum and n harmonious communion with 
loveliest nature forget their troubles and 
their sorrows. Wordsworth said that 
“the meanest flower that blows can give 
thoughts that do often lie too deep for 
tears.” Surely anything that can awaken 
such distracting thoughts must be a pre- 
cious boon at such a time as this. 

And yet it must not be expected that 
the meanest flower that blows will be 
represented at “the greatest flower show 


the world ever witnessed.” Those who 


have been content to be guided. by the 
poets in their horticultural desires must 
not look for the humble subjects of poetic 
enthusiasm. They will not find Lowell's 
“dear common flower that grow’st beside 
the way,” or Chencer’s soch that men 
callen daisies,” or the simple primrose of 
Wordsworth, or the little western flower, 
the love in idleness of Shakspeare.

gian capital. Don Ernesto was shot last 
February at Brussels by young Waddington. 


diplomatic immunity as an attaché of his 
father’s legation, and made preparations to 
leave the country. But the Chilean govern- 
ment immediately directed its representa- 
tivt to surrender young Waddington to the 
Belgian authorities, and he has been in prison 
ever since, awaiting the trial which is now 
about to take place. 

In the beginning there was some sym- 
pathy for the prisoner, although he had shot 
his victim in the back of the head while 
Balmaceda was bending over the table to 
write a letter. For it was believed that he 
had been driven insane by his sisters wrongs, 
which he was determined to avenge. 

An altogether new complexion has, how- 
ever, been put upon the affair by the extraor- 
dinary action of the murdered man’s parents 
and uncle in publishing and circulating at 
Brussels a pamphlet containing the fac- 
simile of the letters addressed to them by 
Ernesto Balmaceda on the subject of 
entanglement. These letters furnish - 
dence that the lady in the case, Done Yaya 
Waddington, some six years older than 
Balmaceda, made a dead set for him as soon 
as he. was appointed to her father’s legation: 
that she threw herself into his arms, and 
that her brother was not only cognizant of the 
intrigue but likewise promoted and facili- 
tated it. Of course the object of the wom- 
an and of her brother was to entangle 
young Balmaceda into a marriage. For he 
was not only heir to great wealth but like- 
wise possessed most influential and powerful 
relations in Chile, whereas the Waddingtons 
of Chile are nobodies.

The moment came when the woman in- 
formed Balmaceda that she could no longer 
conceal her disgrace, and that he must re- 
pair the wrong and save her honor and that 
of her family by at once marrying her, her 
demands being indorsed by her 2. Bal- 
maceda consented, and t n was 
announced. 

Unfortunately for the lady, her reputation 
was not altogether immaculate, and young 
Balmaceda, who was much liked at Brussels, 
was given to understand that he was re 
garded as a subject for sympathy rather 
than for congratulation. Finally & young 
Chilean, Don Luis Villegas, a cousin of the 
woman, came on from Paris to urge him 
to break off the marriage, of the ground 
that it was a mere trap, and that a man of 
his name and birth could not afford tc wed 
the girl. And in order to silence any sc: uples 
Don Luis not only informed Balmaceda that 
he himself had previously been for a couple 
of years the lover of the woman but actually 
placed in his hands all the letters which 
she had written to him during that time and 
which left no doubt about her guilt. 

Balmaceda thereupon intimated to his 
chief's daughter that he could not marry 
her, informed her that his love had grown 
cold, and eventually communicated to her 
what he had learned from her cousin. She 
agreed with him that under the circum-

Balmaceda then s 4 his transfer to 
Washitgton, and was about to leave for 
Americs when Miss Waddington and het 
brother, feeling safe now that the inorim- 
inating correspondence with her cousin had 
been destroyed. made a demand that the 
marriage should after all take place. Young 
Waddington even went so far as to threaten 
Balmaceda with death unless he complied, a 
fact which Balmaceda wrote to his parents 
on the day previous to his murder. Twenty- 
four hours after Balmaceda had dispatched 
this letter, Carlos Waddington forced his 
way into his apartments, bringing him a 
final demand in writing from his sister, and 
insisting upon a reply. Balmaceda had just 
sat down to write the anewer, expressing his 
inability to comply with her request, when 
Carlos Waddington shot him in the back 
of the head, killing him on the spot. 
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The revelation of this entire story in the 
pamphlet published at Brussels by the Bal- 
macedg family has naturally caused a revul- 
sion of public opinion in favor of the mur- 
dered man and against the prisoner, whose 
conviction is assured. As King Leopold has 
never signed a death warrant since he as- 
cended the throne, deterred therefrom. it is 
said by a deathbed promise to his mother 
(probably the only person whom he ever 
really loved and respected), the murderer 
will escape capital punishment, although the 
latter has not been abolished in Belgium, as 
many people seem to believe. 

But his fate will be but little better, since 
in the eyes of many death is preferable to 
the solitary confinement in the Belgian pris- 
ons to which condemned murderers are sub- 
jected for life.

New York, Oct. 81, 1906.—[Bditor of The 
Tribune.]—The attention of the Italian cham- 
ber of commerce of New York having been 
called to your editorial, Made in America,’ 
published in Tum TRIBUNE Oct. 23, to avoi4 
an unjust prejudice prevailing against the 
Italian olive of] I am compelled, on behalf 
of the chamber of commerce, td request the 
publication of this letter to rectify the un- 
favorable impression made by your article 
questioning the purity of the Itakan olive 
imported to this country. and to thie 
effect beg to say that the admission of adul- 
terated olive oll to this country ts forbidden 
by law and that the United States custom 
house would not only refuse such shipments 
a permit to land but would order them re- 
turned whenoe they came. 

It is thereby evident that the evil of which 
you complain is a “home production,” in 
which the olive oll exporters of Italy have no 
hand, and is being practiced only by un- 
scrupulous dealers in this country. 

This Italian chamber of commerce has 
made in the past untiring efforts to stop the 
nefarious practice, in which, however, it has 
been seriously handicapped by the different 
laws prevailing in each of the states. I am 
pleased, however, to inform you that our ef- 
forts in this direction have not been in vain, 
ag the national pure food law passed by the 
present congress, on June 80, and which will 
be effective Jan. 1, 1907, provides for the 
exclusion of impure, adulterated, and mis- 
aie food from interstate commerce. 

This will do much to equalize matters and 
bring the offenders to justice wherever 
caught.

Life has been so nearly counterfeited in re- 
cent experiments that it is almost impossible 
to detect any difference between the forms 
manufactured in the chemist’s labcratory 
and the actual organisms of life, according to 
Dr. Alfred Gradenwitz, whose article, enti- 
tled Lite Artificially Counterfeited,” pre- 
sents an able résumé of what biologists have 
recently been able to accomplish towards pro- 
ducing life by artificial means.

STEEL TRADE is BOOMING. 
Though Markets Are in * Unsettled 


State Plants Are Working at Top 
Notch Speed to Fill Orders.

New York, Nov: 7.—Advices from Cleveland 
show that some of the ore interests have 
opened their order books for the coming 
season and have entered a considerable ton- 
nage at advanced prices. The position of 
furnace managers who must now contract 
for ore for consumption up to the spring of 
1908 is not an enviadble one. 

The pig tron market ie in an unset- 
tled condition, with little doing in the ‘cen- 
tral west, where there is little available. 
On the seacoast’ and the territory tributary 
to it foreign pig iron is playing an increasing 
role, The English trade papers talk of pur- 
chases of warrarits for American ‘account 
aggregating 250,000, tons. This is exagger- 
ated. Shipments 80 far arranged ‘will foot 
up to about 17,000 tons, some of which has 
arrived and is afloat and the balance is to 
come forward during the next two months. 

Every plant is being driven at top notch 
speed, Which, is reflected in the October rec 
ords, ‘which are now being published. The 
mills of the steel corporation reeord the 
breaking of 121 records, of which seventy- 
one are to the credit, of the Carnegie Steel 
company. With the exception of structural 
steel the value of orders’ keeps up at a tre- 
mendous rate and runs in excess of current 
capacity, great as that is.
